BY CHICAGO RIVER 


35 COM PANIES CALLED OUT AS 
FLA M ES FR O M B U R N IN G E L E ­

30.—(U.P)—Thirty-five 
com panies were called out today to 
fight a serious conflagration in the 
w est.side industrial district.

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AUTOS AND FARM S- 
No single class of Americans has been so greatly affected by 
the automob’12 as has the farming class. 
The American farm, due to 
the an.cmobile i 
i its accompanying construction of more and better 
roads, has grown in number and improved in quality. 
A summary of th.3 situation, based on the last census, was 
made recently by 0 . E. Baker, I . S. agricultural economist. 
In it he 
makes this significant statem ent: 
“Probably no single factor ha: affected American agriculture 
more profoundly during the last decaci 
than the combination of the 
automobile and the building of good roads. 
This development has 
reduced the number of horses and released many million acres of land 
for meat and milk production, thereby inducing vast geographic shif.s 
in the growing of crops and the raising of farm animals. 
The good 
roads have increased taxation, have probably raised the standard of 
living and have increased the efficiency of farmers and made them 
more responsive to new ideas and methods.” 
Most interesting is the way the automobile and its partner, the 
tractor, have shifted certain crop areas from one part of Ti** 


10 another. 
For instance, Baker points out how grain production, 
especially wheat, has declined in the east, where uib«uico'> 
and farms are small, to the Great Plains area in the west, where th 
tractor can easily vanquish the extensive farms and the automobile 
can overcome the long distances. 
Similarly, the surrender of horses in the north and west to 
au ©mobiles and tractors has released large quantities ot cnea^ roo. 
for meat and milk animals and so made competition in the south more 
difficult. 
Yet, ruinous as this new form of competition might seem to 
some parts of the country, there is a bright aspect in the view that 
even in those sections the automobile, the tractor and good roads will 
lend gradually to improve conditions and raise the level of living. 


GETTING CANDIDATESTOTHINK-.- 
ih e Kentucky House of Representatives, in inviting all of the 
active and passive contenders for the presidential nomination to come 
down and address a joint session of the Kentucky legislature, seems to 
have got on the trail of an excellent idea. 
There used to be a theory, in American politics, that a candi 
date for the presidency owed it to his fellow countrymen to make 
numerous public speeches so that his attitude on every major issue be 
fore the electorate could be unmistakably clear. That theory, of course, 
has gone w oefully out of fashion lately, and the idea now seems to be to 
say nothing whatever until you can’t possibly remain silent any longer. 
Kentucky’s idea would restore the old custom; and, really, it 
is a custom very much worth restoring. 


A HERO FAILURE- 
When Virginia unveiled its magnificent new bronze statue of 
Robert E. Lee the other day, on the 125th anniversary of his birth, it 
honored a man who has long since ceased to be exclusively a hero of 
the old south. 
The famous son of Virginia, leader of the lost cause, 
belongs to all the nation now; and the nation, if it is wise, will keep 
him on his pedestal for a long time. 
For Lee is quite unlike any of the other heroes in our national 
gallery. 
All the others were successful; Lee was, by ordinary material 
standards, a failure. 
His career was crowned with defeat instead of 
victory. 
And it is a tremendously good thing for us to have a hero 
of that kind in our pantheon. 
Success is a thing we all strive for, and it is only natural that 
we should. 
Our history and our environment have compelled us to 
admire the success story. 
But we have overdone it. 
We have fallen 
into the habit of believing that material success, or the lack of if, sup­ 
plies the only gauge by which a man’s life can properly be measured. 
The figure of Lee supplies a perfect corrective for this atti-

is a living proof of a profoundly important truth; that worldly sue 
cess or failure, alter all, count for very little. 
You may remember a war-time cartoon in “Punch” ; an arro­ 
gant kaiser glowering down from war’s desolation at Albert of Belgium 
taunting him “See— you’ve lost everything!” 
And Albert replies, 
“Not my soul! ” 
Better than Albert, Lee proves the same point. 
And the man 
who can make that reply has not, in the end, really lost anything.
